The regular monthly meeting of the 


school committee was held on Monday 
evening, when considerable business 
was transacted. There were two ab- 
sentees from the uieeHug. The report 
of Superintendent Lull contained the 
following items: 


The tola! enrollment for the month 


ending May 4 was 8.834, the averse 
nu:uber belonging 3,820.9, average at- 
tending 2,961.9, per Centv of attendance 
89.5, casex of tardiness 364, and tile 
cases of dismissal 60. The total en- 
rollment was 53 more than laet year-- 
that is a sufficient uumber to crowd a 
new room. 


The financial statement is as follows: 


Expenditure by Ihe committee on 
finance, $1.451.75f by the committee on 
teachers, J8.238.20; by the committee 
on buildings, $273.49; by the commit- 
tee on.text-books and supplies, $395.47; 
total, $10,358.97. The total expendi- 
ture for four mouths ia $43.880.41. 


The Rogers Ia indebted to Mr. A. 


O'D. Taylor for Ihe printed reports of 
the Natural History Mocleiy from 1883 
to and including 1899. These reports 
have been bound aud placed In the ref- 
erence library of the Cole* laboratories. 


Iu October, 1901, Ibe punils of the 


public schools of this city seut to the 
children ofGalvettou $107 as* tangible 
evidence of their sympathy for tbe loss 
of all school accommodations iu tbe 
cotton oily of Texas. This mouth, for 
the second time in the new ceulury. 
the pupils were permitted to add their 
gifts lo those of their fathers aud 
mothers. I.i this case the direct object 
was the erection of a memorial achoo 
building iu Sau Francisco. For tbla 
purpose Newport united with the othe 
achool children of Ntw England. Tbe 
amount aeut was 893. Every precau 
tiou waa taken to make tbe coutribu 
tiou private, aud to prevent it from be 
lug a burden by limiting It to oue dime 
Unless tbe donors told, no one knen 
who gave or how much was given. 


The Civic League is trying to add 


another feature t;o Us excellent work 
of the year. In lhe rear of tbe Leutha 
there- Is waste laud that should be both 
a profit to the pupils aud au attractiot. 
to the school. It ia lhe purpose of the 
society to make a part of this unsightly 
yard into school gardens uuder aupef 
vlsiou. Many children of tbe higher 
grades (V-VI-VII) have expressed a 
desire to attempt a garden. Prizes will 
be oflered to the girls for the best re- 
sults in floweis and to tbe boys for veg- 
etable. If the pupils will regard these 
gardene as private property, there will 
be uo trouble from vandals, for each 
child will be a private detecllve. There 
are at least three other schoolyards 
where the soil is probably sufficiently 
rich to reward cultivation, but in Ibe 
remainder loam must be provided if 
the plan ie extended. Tbe school gar- 
den has been for a number of years ihe 
pride of many large cities and towns of 
New England aud it should be wel- 
comed here.

'From up and down the Mis- 
sissippi, from the Ouio, from the- Ten- 
nessee and the Cumberland and even 
from far up the Missouri great fleets 
of steamboats were.-landing at Cairo 
every day to load and unload cargoes 
representing a wealth as great as that 
of the Indies. A donble headed rail- 
road from the liortliicarrying the prod- 
uce of half a dozen states and con- 
necting by other roads with all the 
great cities of the land made its termi- 
nus at Cairo. Two-railroads from the 
south — traversing: five states — ended 
their lines at Columbus, a little farther 
down the river, nnd were connected 
with the northern i lines by steamboats 
from Cairo. 


Cairo was the meeting place of com- 


merce between th'e-north and the south. 
Out of the upper rivers came light 
draft steamers. Plying the river below 
were steamers of far different con- 
struction by reason of tlie easier con- 
ditions of navigation. At Cairo every 
steamboat, whether from north or 
south, unloaded its freight for reshlp- 
ment up or down the river, as the case 
might be, upon steamboats of a differ- 
ent type or by mil. And all the freight 
brought north or south by rail must 
also be transferred at Cairo, either to 
river steamers or to railroad cars. 


The south was still thronged with 


northern troops, numbering hundreds of 
thousands, who must be fe:l and cloth- 
ed and otherwise, supplied, and so the 
government's own trallic through the 
town was in itself a trade of vast pro- 
portions. But that was the smallest 
part of the matter. Now that the war 
was at an end the south wns setting 
to work to rebuild' Itself. From the 
Cumberland and the Tennessee rivers, 
from the lower Mississippi, from the 
Arkansas, the Yazoo, tho Red river, 
the White, the St. Francis and all the 
te«t of tlie waterways of the south en- 
'ergetlc meu of broken fortune were 
hurrying to market all the cotton that 
they had managed to grow and to save 
during the war, in order that they 
might get money witli which to buy 
tho supplies needed for the cultivation 
of new crops. 


Pretty nearly all tills cotton came to 


Cairo, cither for sale to eager buyers 
there or for shipment to the east aud 
a market.

Grain, hay, 
pork, baron, agricultural implements, 
seed potatoes, lime, plaster, lumber

From the Uoifliinlng ue made money 


rapidly, and from the beginning h» 
was eagerly on the lookout for oppor- 
tunities which hi that time of rapid 
cliuulfl) ivsrc abundant.

centered at O'airo. 
li.v underbidding 


the government luelf he presently had. 
contracts for all ttf vast government 
business of t!iat charui'tcr. 


lie was ui.vnys ready to take up a 


collateral i-iin-rprNc tluit promised re- 
sults. \Vh"ii I'M Mississippi river was 
reopened to commerce Ly the fall of 
Vicksbnrg and i'ort Hudson, Captain 
Will llallaiii was the first to see and 
seize tin' o|:|)iir.Mi:Ity. He bought ev- 
'erythlng he e.ii'.Iu lay his hands on in 
the way of stea::.iioats and Irarges and 
sent them all upon trading roynges- 
each under di:i!W of u captain, bu 
each directed by1 his own masterful 
mind—up and down the .Mississippi, 
and up and down tlie Chlo, and np-aud 
down every navigable tributary of 
those great rivers. 


It was Captain Will Hallam's prac- 


tice to make partners of all men who 
might re:,'-.er 4iim service. Thus when 
he saw hir.v .-'.vat a business there- 
must be n( Cairo In supplying I'itts- 
burg steam coal to the government 
fleets on the Mississippi and to' the- 
thousauds of other steamboats traf- 
ficking In t!io-:e waters he went at 
once to Pltts'jur:. and two days later 
he had made a curtain Captain Hed his 
partner In the control of that vastly 
rich trade. 


Captain Red was the largest owner 


of the Plttsburg mines and the pioneer 
lu thi business of carrying coal laden 
barges in acres and scores pf^ acres- 
down the river, pulling them with- 
stern wheel steamers of large power, 
but still of a power insuflicieut for the 
accomplishment of the best results. 


Captain Ked's fleet w.is unable to 


control the trade. 
Captain Hallam 


pointed out to him the desirability of 
making it adequate and dominant. 
Within two Cays the two had formed a 
pnrt!io:>hi-i which included u iium'ier 
of Neu- Vo: k hangers and investors as 
unknown ami silent stoc!:li;il.I.M-s ill 
tlie enterprise, and .an nbniKlaut capi- 
tal was i-r.M-Uled.

the Hector, the A;,ameuiuoii. the Her- 
cules and lulf u dozen other . st:.-ru 
wheel steamers of power so great Unit 
they could carry the coal ucede.l ioi- 
their own furnaces, but must tow it in 
bar. -es alongside. 


Those po-"iu-!".".l steamers were to 


pn-li vast t.c.'ir. of rail l.idn;i b.irjres 
down th:.' li.er ::!! -il^- v.-ay from Tittr,- 
bur;r on t!u e:-..it to i'.t. Louis on the 
west and New Orleans on the south. 
They were to supply, through Hallam's 
agents. eve:-y tovni al.-jns the river and 
every steamboat that traliicked to any 
part of it. Hall.im was master of it 
all. Cairo was to be the central dis- 
tributing point, and if anybody alon.? 
the river t»--nod a coal mine In Ken- 
tucky or Lidiana or elsewhere he was 
quickly made to understand that his 
best means of marketing his product 
at a profit was to sell it through the 
Hailain yards ;it Cairo. 


In the meanwhile, as one region aft- 


er another in the south was conquered 
by the Union arms, Captain nallam, 
whose long river service had brought 
him into acquaintance with pretty 
uearly-everyijody worth knowing south 
of Cairo, established agents of his own 
at every point where there was cotton 
to be bought at extravagant prices, 
payable in gold, even while the war 
was eojug on. These agents bought 
the cotton, the planters agreeing to de- 
liver it upon the banks of tlie rivers 
and leave it there at Hallam's risk. 
Then Captain Hallam's steamboats, 
big and little, would push their way up 
the little rivers, take the cotton on 
board and carry it to Cairo. 


Captain Will Hallam was quick to 


make up his mind with regard to a 
man. He was exceedingly accurate In 
bis human judgments, too, and his con- 
fidence in them had'been strengthened 
by experience in successfully acting 
upon them. As he phrased it, he "knew 
how to size a man up," and as the em- 
ployer of multitudes of men In all 
parts of the country and In all sorts of

QUICKSILVER MINING. 


DOOM* 
AB OecnpatloM That (tal 


the Worker*. 


Tlie chief quicksilver mines In Eu- 


rope are In the Spanish town Almaden, 
which Is an Arabic word, meaning "the 
mine of quicksilver." 
These mines 


were formerly worked by the Iberians* 
and after them by the ancient Romans. 
Between 1045 and 1843 the Spanish 
government employed galley slaves in 
them, an occupation that soon ended lu 
death. The fumes of the mercury pro- 
duce constant salivation, and the sys 
tern becomes permeated with th 
metal. 


At first the victim Is seized with 


tremblings and then the teeth drop out 
pains In the bones follow and the 
death. The annual yield of mercury I 
1,500,000 pounds, to produce 'whic 
4,000 men are engaged In this unhealthy 
employment. 


After Almaden. so far as' yield o 


quicksilver Is concerned, comes Idria 
an Austrian town, twenty-eight mile 
froni' Triest. These mines also wer 
once worked by criminals, -who, owing 
to the terrible qualities of tlie miucra 
expired after about two years' service 


There are now nearly 500 miners en 


gaged In the work at Idria. They are 
induced to enter the mines by higl 
;>ay. 
A pension is allowed when thei 


are disabled, and provision is made foi 
their widows and children.— Pearson's

n the saltpeter, much heat is devel 
oped and large quantities of gas are 
produced. This gas exerts great pres 
sure on the sides of the gun; hence 
us disruptive or propulsive effects. 
When gunpowder is fired In a gun the 
txploslou is not Instantaneous. 
Tlie 


expansive force of the gases produced 
acts on the shot all the time it Is mov- 
ing along the barrel and gradually In 
creases its velocity. If the explosion 
were so sudden ns to be practically in- 
stantaneous the greater part of the 
forces would be exerted mnlnly on the 
bides of the chamber containing the 
powder and not, as is actually the case. 
ou the shot.

ceined. Careful "<tinmtes which have i 
been inndi1 agree that il can be made ' 
for lo cents PIT gallon, wliiU* many 
authority's put ilie mst at less than 10 
cents. 
In view of the fact thru gr:\in 


alcohol can he used to good advantage 
as a substitute for gasoline in ;t, nsi 
every utility, and as the latter has been 
gradually increasing In price, the field 
opened up along this line alone will 
readiiy be seen to lie one of utmost 
Importance. Besides the uses mention- 
ed it is absolutely necessary in the 
manufacture of smokeless powder, pho- 
tographic plates, celluloid products, 
transparent soaps, etc., in which uses 
it has been practically driven out be- 
cause of the very high internal revenue 
tax mentioned above, wood alcohol be- 
ing used in its place. The greatest ob-' 
jectlon which has heretofore existed, to 
a removal of the tar on grain alcohol 
has been the fear of its use as n bev- 
erage. This is now entirely removed 
by the use of a process whereby alco- 
hol of thls'charactw is'"denatured"— 
i. ei, rendered unfit for use as a bev- 
erage, lu this condition It Is Intensely 
nauseous and, cannot profitably be re- 
distilled. Besides being cheaper than 
gasoline alcohol Is much safer and can 
be made from many products of the 
farm which nre now wasted—grain 
spoiled for feeding purposes, potatoes, 
cornstalks—In fact, anything that con- 
tains sugar nud starch. 
Should the 


tax be removal It would result In the 
establishment of hundreds of small 
distilleries all through the agricultural 
sections of the country, which would 
provide a close market for the prod-1 
ucts not now profitably used and re- 
sult in lessening transportation charges 
on a most excellent and cheap fuel. 
Every farmer who reads this article or 
has read of the matter elsewhere should 
write his congressman and senator j 
urging a cordial support of the meas- 
ure.

would kill tbe wood alcohol industry. 
'He said tbat there was (15,000,000 of 
capital Invested In tbe business and 
tbat 18,000 men depended on It for a 
livelihood. He did not say, which is 
probably tbe truth, that both of these 
figures were largely overstatements. 
But what be did say was that then 
was uo likelihood of the bill hurting 
tbe Standard Oil Company. Now, of 
course from a popular point of view, 
this has been one of the most attract- 
ive features of tbe bUI, to whack tbe 
Standard. But Mr. Ulapperton aayi: 
••Tut, tut. tbe bill will not touch tbe 
Standard but It will hurt us." This 
would render cheap alcohol none tbe 
less attractive to the public but It would 
take away somewhat of the glamor of 
the dill. However, the Standard is 
keeping very still, after Its method 
whenever It can, and there was a strong 
suspicion at the Capitol tbat Mr. Clap- 
perton might have been putting lu a 
sideways word for the Standard aud 
trying to render the bill less attractive 
on tne plea tbat it would not hurt tbe 
Octupus after all.

preserved the essential features of the 
Hepburn bill as it came from tie house." 


The president says that as to many of 


the amendments, including ' tne

and 


Spooner amendments, he had said be 
should be entirely satisfied 
to bave 


them in tbe bill and suggested modiflca- 
tions as to other amendments, but that 
"as to none of the amendments did I 
ever say either to Mr. Chandler or to 
anyone else that I should insist upon 
liaring them in the bill as A condition of 
my approval," nffd [hut, on the con- 
trary, he (the president) was careful to 
state tbat he was not trying to dictate 
any particular program of action. 


The president says the statements

Z. The doctrine of the virgin birth ot 
our Lord Jesus Christ. 4. The doctrine 
of the resurrection of our blessed Lord 
and Saviour. 5. The doctrine of the 
blessed trinity." After defining the ex- 
tent of Dr. Crapsey's guilt on each speci- 
fication the report concludes as fol- 
lows: 


"In accordance with section 18 of the 


ordinances of the ecclesiastical court of 
this diocese, we state that in our opin- 
ion sentence should be pronounced as 
follpws: 


"That the respondent be suspended 


from exercising the functions of a min- 
ister of this church until such time as 
he shall satisfy the ecclesiastical au- 
thority of the diocese that his belief 
and teaching conform to tbe doctrines 
of the Apostles' creed and the Nlcene 
creed, ns this church hath received the 
same. However, we express the earnest 
bope and desire ihat the respondent 
may see his way clear, during the 30 
days which, under the canon of 
tbe 


church, must intervene before sen- 
tence can be pronounced fully, to sat- 
isfy the ecclesiastical authority of such 
conformity on his part." 


The other member of the court, in his 


separate decision, says: 


"I find from his own statements and 


rile evidence submitted for his defense 
that his error consists rather in pre- 
suming to define what God has not been 
pleased to reveal and to interpret those 
doctrines in a manner not generally re- 
ceived by the church rather than In a 
denial and rejection of their truth and 
authority." 


Stay of sentence is certain, as Dr. 


Crapsey will appeal to the court of re- 
view, bis appeal preventing the bishop 
from imposing sentence. 


Felker Unable to Secure Ball 


Newbnryport, Mass., May 15.—When 


James V. Felker, formerly city treas- 
urer, charged with tbe embezzlement 
of $86,500 from the city, was brought 
Into the municipal court on continuance, 
City Solicitor Bayley stated that he was 
not yet ready to proceed, as experts 
were still at work examining Felker'i 
books. He asked for a continuance un- 
til May 28, which was granted. Felkei 
was returned to jail, ball being con- 
tinued at $10,000, which he was unable 
to furnish.

-Why," said he, 
"I drew out seven bogs that were dis- 
eased with cholera, and went to get 
my kerosene can. When I returned, 
there were only two left. 'Where are 
the other five?' I asked, and the man 
replied: 'Oh, they are in sausage by 
this time."'

There is little or nothing displayed for 
sale hi any shop*, and there is seldom 
anything to dcMiu a loiterer iiluiig the 
way. The Korean woman knows abso- 
lutely nothing about the joys and sor- 
rows of shopping. She lives her life In 
virtuous weliislnn, or at least in seclu- 
sion, and tiic tradesmen must needs go 
to her and thrust their goods respect- 
fully through u small opening iu the 
door of her apartments. What she 
doesn't want she thrusts out again 
uud then iKiKKles witli him over the 
price of what she has selected, with 
the thin but not transparent partition 
between them. So there Is little need 
for attractive shop windows. Since the 
women make ull the men's clothes, 
they, of course, buy the materials for 
them also, and I have really never 
seen anything purchased In a shop. 
But still they are'built with the use- 
lessly open side, and one can buy If 
one is so inclined, as foreigners so of- 
ten are. The houses that arc not of 
this description are not to he seen at 
all, being hidden behind expressionless 
stone walls capped with tiles and 
pierced with the, tiniest possible gate- 
ways.—Leslie's Weekly.

NEW YORK'S RECORDER. 


Tk. CUr'* Mo.l Ameltot OMcUl N 


to the Haror. 


' Next to the mayor the recorder Is the 
most ancient public official In the city 
His office dates back to the Dougoii 
charter, given with the authority o: 
King James II. to the city of Ne\i 
York iu April, IOS6. 
The governing 


body of the city were the mayor, the 
recorder and the aldermen. 


From the recorder sprang, in 1821 


the old court of common pleas, which 
later became the supreme court. Orlg 
uially the mayor and the recorder held 
all the court In New fork, both civi 
and criminal, the aldermen sitting also 
to aid in disposing of petty cases. The 
recorder was a member of the boarc 
of aldermen. One of his Important du 
tie* was to pass on competency for citi- 
zenship. 
, 


The first recorder was James (3va- 


ham, appointed by charter. His duties 
included tuose of the present recorder 
and many more. 
Gradually as the 


court business Increased the recorder 
ceased to act as an alderman, and In 
the subdivision of court work the 
criminal cases, which, as affecting the 
life and liberty of citizens, were then 
regarded as of the graver Importance, 
were retained by him, and the civil 
cases were transferred to newer courts. 


Thus the office of the recorder Is 


traditionally the primary safeguard 
over the principles of the old common 
law on which New York's modern 
criminal jurisprudence Is founded.— 
New .York World.

One reason why the Swiss fare well 


Is that their public school system Is 
probably the best in the world, and 
with them public school education is 
practically compulsory. You-can send 
your child to a private school (In some 
cantons) if you insist upon so doing, 
but tbe face of the government and the 
force of public opinion are sternly 
against the practice. In the canton of 
Solo'Jiurn private schools are absolute- 
ly forbidden. In other cantons a pri- 
vate school pupil must secure a formal 
permit from the local authorities, "and 
In some cantons he must pay a charge 
to the public funds. Tbe Idea Is that 
the public schools are good enough for 
all; that rich and poor are to meet 
there on even terms; that tbe public 
school is the nursery of democracy and 
patriotism; above all, that democracy 
Is the llfcblood and strength and.very 
soul of the republic, -and the republic Is 
Switzerland, and without the republic 
Switzerland is nothing. Private schools 
for Swiss children are few iu number, 
and such as exist are under the strict 
supervision of the state. Education Is 
a serious matter in Switzerland. There 
Is no escape from it. A parent must 
send his children to school or go him- 
self to jail. They kept a Seventh Day 
Adventist in jail for two years because 
he refused to let .his child attend school 
on Saturdays. As it then seemed likely 
he would spend1 the rest of his life in a 
cell he surrendered.—Everybody's Mag- 
azine.

THE DESERT MIRAGE. —

One of nature's true wonders—one 


upon which much bus been written, 
but which is yet not understood when 
Its varied phenomena are considered— 
is the desert mirage. Travelers In the 
•rid regions of the western and south- 
western United States fell wondrous 
tales concerning the spectral pictures 
which the desert mirage has presented 
for their inspection. Cool sheets of wa- 
ter and waving trees and grassy 
awards appear where all is known to 
be parched earth and burning sands. 
Occasionally a mountain range will ap- 
pear on what Is known to be a bound- 
less stretch of letcl plain, or a herd of 
deer, cattle or other animals will be 
seen apparently contentedly grazing 
on the glassy surface of the atmos- 
phere. Cities are occasionally seen 
hundreds of miles from civilization, 
and phantom ships have been known 
to loom up aguiutt the sky and appear 
as real vessels to persons who lived 
so far away from the waters that they 
had never taken the trouble to visit the 
seacoast and who had never seen a 
real ship. 


The explanation of tbe mirage, as 


usually given, is as follows: 


The sand, being intensely hot causes 


the layers of air which rest upon it to 
become greatly rarefied, and under cer- 
tain circumstances this layer is quite 
distinct from tbe denser stratum a few 
inches or feet 'above it—just as if it 
were a sheet'of water upon which oil 
rested. It is this rarefied stratum of 
air which acts as a reflector and pic- 
tures to the eye those curious Inverted 
images.

Nearly all of the northern and east- 


ern' part.of Guatemala is covered with 
a dense trupicul forest, consisting of 
mahogany, different kinds of cedar, 
chicle aud other hard woods. Along 
streams down which logs can be float- 
ed much of the mahogany -thas been 
cut, but us yet very little of the other 
woods have been marketed. This is es- 
pecially true of "the departments of Pe- 
teu, Alta Vernpuz.and Izabal. 


Most of tbe forests still belong to the 


government, aud tbe usual method ol" 
securing the timber is by concession, 
by which a certain number of trees are 
cut at a given price per true, or a stip- 
ulated sum Is paid for the timber on n 
given tract. It is not an easy matter 
to got. titles to large tracts of land In 
Guatemala, as it is discouraged by tbe 
government. These concessions nre not 
usually granted for a longer period 
than five years. Sometimes it Is stipu- 
lated that If a certain number of trees 
are cut during that time they must be 
renewed. 


Tbe pine forests are limited, being In 


the mountainous country principally 
and Inaccessible. 
Most .of the lumber 


used comes from tie United States, 
principally from California. The for- 
ests of this country are generally sn 
inaccessible that the railroad compa- 
nies Import nearly all their ties and 
even Import coal, because it Is difficult 
for them to get enough firewood.—New 
York Herald.

Very uew and modern are the almost 


automatic and entirely impregnable 
coast defence forts. So modern, In. 
deed, liiat the installation of compara- 
tively few of them has been completed. 
But so complete is the coulideuce of all 
the experts m their inviolability that 
160,000,000 Is to be ipeut at once by tbe 
Uuite'l States alone in the perfection of 
its coast defence. Of tbis amount, at 
least oue million will be expended at 
Ports Hamilton and .Sohnyler, guard- 
ing the harbor of New York. 
In coast-defence work tbe first neces- 


sity Is to be al ways prepared for attack 
—never to be caugbt napping. With 
this idea in view, small ships of a new 
type and great speed are being built 
fur scoutlug purpose*. Telephone sys- 
tenu, auppleiueutlug tbe telegraph, are 
being built aloug Ihe whole coastline, 
each Blaltou connected with tbe uearent 
fortrew. Coast guards and lookouts are 
being furnished with portable search- 
lights; aud each observer will carry 
with him a portable telepboue, tbe re- 
ceiver clamped to his ear, so that be 
may be lu cotmtaul touch with the offi- 
cer lu command of tbe flre-coulrol 
Btattou. More remarkable itlll Is tbe 
flying "perioeeope," a reientiflc com- 
bination of telescope aud camera, which 
will automatically take snapshots 
•bowing the details of everything visi- 
ble on laud and water within a dis- 
tance of ten or even twenty miles. 


In practice It has been fouud possible 


to locate a 'target five or six miles 
away, make theueceasary calculations, 
aim and tire a gun, and drop a shot 
exactly ou the specined spot, all with- 
in Ihree or four minutes.— Technical 
World.
